No ex ecutive officer of the governm ent has the 
power of subpoena. Only congressional com m ittees and 
the courts possess the power of subpoena.

After having notified 
them , its function ceases, because no law forbids a Com­ 
m unist from working in a defense plant and no m an can 
be sent to prison for it. The problem is not one of the 
law but of public opinion. 
The sen ators know that the FBI can watch a Soviet 
m ilitary attache moving around the country spy ing, steal­ 
ing secrets, engaging in work that is harm ful to this 
country . They can send reports to the State D epartm en t 
but the FBI can do nothing about it. They cannot arrest 
the m ilitary attache becau.se he enjoy s ex traterritorial 
rights. 
Only the State D epartm en t can order this man 
out of the country .

WASHINGTON 
Since Dr. J. Robert O ppenheim er 
has been judged devotedly loy al, 
im peccably discreet, and an in­ 
valuable public servan t, the h ea rt 
of the case again st him is his al­ 
leged lack of “ en thusiasm ” for 
the hy drogen bomb. 
To uiKierstand just how astonish­ 
ing this case is, it is n ecessary to 
know the hitherto secret history of 
the origins of the hy drogen bomb 
project. 
H ere, 
briefly , 
are 
the 
essen tial facts. 
The debate about the bomb be­ 
gan when Dr. Edw ard Teller, the 
g rea t therm on uclear ex pert, cam e 
to W ashington im m ediately after 
the ex plosion of the first Soviet 
atom ic bomb in Septem ber 19 49 . 
His purpose was to gain support 
for a crash program to m ake 
super, as the purely hy pothetical 
hy drogen bomb was then called. 
To this end. Teller buttonholed 
Lewis Strauss, then a m em ber of 
the Atomic En ergy Commission. 
Strauss in turn urged the com ­ 
mission and Presiden t Trum an to 
give consideration to the kind of 
program Teller wanted. The prob­ 
lem was thereupon referred to the 
AEC’s gen eral advisory com m it­ 
tee; and this com m ittee m et in 
late October 19 49 , in hour-long de­ 
bate, under the chairm an ship of 
Dr. Oppenheimer. 
On October 29 . 19 49 , the advis­ 
ory com m ittee 
reported 
to 
the 
White House and the AEC. The 
com m ittee 
m ajority 
opposed 
a 
crash program to build super, a t 
least for the tim e being, but did 
not foreclose the idea of such a 
program in the future. This group 
was headed by Dr. Oppenheimer, 
and included Drs. Jam es Conant 
an d Lee Dubridge (who wrote the 
m ajority rep ort); H artley Rowe of 
the United F ruit Company , and 
Oliver Buckley of the Bell Tele­ 
phone Laboratories. 
Specia l Studies Ordered 
The m inority of the gen eral ad­ 
visory com m ittee went even fur­ 
ther than Dr. Oppenheim er and his 
fellow-members of the m ajority . 
They declared that the H-bomb 
would be a weapon so horrible it 
should n ever be m ade under any 
circum stan ces. They advocated an 
A m erican pledge never to m ake 
it, with the proviso that a Russian 
hy drogen bomb test, on being de­ 
tected, would be treated as an act 
of war. 
ITie two men who took this in ter­ 
esting position were the great phy ­ 
sicists, Dr. Enrico Ferm i and Dr. 
I. I. Rabi. Dr. Rabi, whose “ lack 
of en thusiasm ” was so much g reat­ 
er than Dr. O ppenheim er’s, now 
holds Dr. Oppenheim er's form er 
place as chairm an of the gen eral 
advisory com m ittee. As such, he 
is Admiral Strauss’s chief scien ­ 
tific m entor. 
After the advisory com m ittee re­ 


ports 
w ere 
received, 
the 
AEC 
acted. On N ovem ber 9 , all five 
m em bers of the AEC sen t their 
views to the P residen t in a cur­ 
iously tortured dticument. It said, 
in effect, th at S trauss an d Gordon 
Dean inclined tow ards an all-out 
effort to m ake super, while chair­ 
m an Lilienthal, Sum n er Pike, an d 
D r. 
Henry 
Sm y th 
shared 
the 
doubts of the scien tists. But, It 
concluded, the final decision waa 
the lonely an d terrible responsi­ 
bility of the Presiden t. 
Dean, 
Lilienthal. 
Pike, 
and 
Sm y th appended their Individual 
opinions to this overall report, for 
som e reason Strauss did not. In the 
m eanwhile, Trum an had ordered 
special studies of the problem to 
be m ade by the State and Defense 
D epartm en ts. 
State reported categorically that 
there was not the slightest hope 
of achieving control of the new 
weapons by agreem en t with the 
Soviets—and this hope had influ­ 
enced those who had counselled 
delay . Defense pointed to m ost co­ 
gen t 
reason s 
why 
this 
coun try 
could not risk the Soviet Uaioo 
achieving the superbom b first. 
In the in terval, the substance of 
the issue had been reported, ini­ 
tially by these reporters, and ther« 
w as a n . alm ost unanimous public 
reaction in favor of m aking the 
bomb. As a result, the whole cli­ 
m ate of opinion began to change. 
In late Decem ber, Strauss belat­ 
edly sent his individual m em oran ­ 
dum to the Presiden t, and for th« 
first tim ^ cam e out flatly for 
super. The Presiden t then ordered 
the bomb to be m ade. 
Picture Hirdiy .Accura te 
There are two points to not« 
about this slice of history . F irst, 
it is certain ly true that S trauss 
perform ed a useful public service 
in the debate on super. But the 
picture which has been so often 
painted of Strauss bravely an d 
single-mindedly foiling the n efar­ 
ious designs of an equally single- 
minded 
O ppenheim er, is 
hardly 
accurate. 
'Those 
who have 
put 
about this version of events hav« 
been, to borrow a phrase from the 
G ray report, “ less than can did.” 
And 
the chief putter-about has 
been 
none 
other 
than 
Adm iral 
Strau.ss him self. 
Second, if “ lack of enthusiasm ’* 
for the terrible hy drogen weapon 
is to m ark a m an as a security 
risk, who then is secure? Dr. Tel­ 
ler, no doubt, is safe. So, rx ldly 
enough, is form er Secretary of 
State T)ean Acheson, also a strong 
advocate of super from the start. 
For the rest, certain of this coun­ 
try ’s m ost respected businessmen, 
and virtually all its leading sci­ 
en tists, 
m ust 
now 
be 
m arked 
security risks.

B ut galaxy NGG 5668 is so Incredibly d ista n t th a t 
the lig h t from a phenom enon occurring th ere a t ab o u t 
tho tim e th e e a rth wits form ed h as only recently 
reached th is In sig n ifican t p la n et, 
I t m ade good tim e, t o o - a n estim ated 670,000,000 
m iles p er h o u r. T he reason It took so long is th a t it 
h a d a long w ay to com e—roughly 120,000,000,000,000,- 
000,000 m iles. T he galaxy, a n e n tire universe sim ilar 
to our m ilky way, Is th a t far off. 
T he fa c t th a t th e behavior of one single s ta r In a 
galaxy co n tain in g countless heavenly bodies is now 
visible, even th ro u g h an 18-lnch telescope, provides ail 
id ea of w h at a rem arkable spectacle a su p ern o v a 
m u st be. 
W h at is a supernova? 
T he S ta r of B ethlehem 
m ay have been one, b u t th e an c ie n ts d id n ’t leave 
enough astronom ical d a ta to Judge by. A su pernova 
is like a nova, b u t 1,000 tim es a s bright. 
Any s ta r m ay becom e a nova, perhaps. A strono­ 
m ers ca n n o t y et distinguish betw een a s ta r th a t will 
becom e a nova tom orrow an d a s ta r th a t will only 
becom e one a fte r m illions of years, lf ever. To becom e 
a nova, all a s ta r h as to do Is grow brighter. 
If th e su n becam e b rig h te r a n d h o tte r an d bigger, 
u n til In a few days It w as 100.000 tim es as b rig h t as 
it is now, It w ould be a nova. If It w ent on becom ing 
b rig h te r u n til it w as 100,000.000 tim es b rig h ter, it 
would be a supernova. O f course, th e re wrould be n o 
life le ft on e a rth by th e tim e It w as a m ere dozen 
tim es b rig h ter. 
T his Isn’t likely to h appen to th e sun, b u t su p e r­ 
novae ap p ear In o ur galaxy every 500 or 600 y ears 
on th e average, a n d th e odds are m illions to one 
a g a in st th e su n ’s becom ing even a nova. A stronom ers 
consider th e sun too sm all to becom e a supernova. 
T he S ta r of B ethlehem w as probably a supern o v a 
in th is galaxy—a fa in t or invisible s ta r th a t flared 
u p to a b rig h tn ess g re a te r th a n th a t of any n o rm al 
s ta r In th e sky. C hinese astro n o m ers recorded a g re a t 
flareu p in 1054. w hich is believed to have been a 
su pernova w hich form ed th e still expanding C rab 
N ebula. M odem m an h as n ev er seen th e spectacle 
of a supernova, so p erh ap s h e ’s ab o u t due for one.

Proper Perspective Needed In U. S.-British Relations 


These Days

The Grandstand Play 
Every once in a while in the McCarthy-Stevens hearing, 
some senator or counsel gets oft on a tangent and several 
hours are consumed in intellectual trivia which undoubt­ 
edly are due to fatigue or to some relaxation into a boys* 
wiU-be-boys mood. Then Senator Stuart Symington looks 
very stern and fatigued and speaks ardently, after having 
received some m em oranda from Robert Kennedy, who sits 
behind him. 
Or m aybe, the counsel from Boston, Mr. 
Joseph N. Welch, puts on an owlish look and asks a 
Question like, “ Why don’t you tell the FB I?’’ 
It all sounds terrific. It is a very good perform ance 
on the whole. Certainly nobody is wasting money on it; 
It comes for free on television. 


So, all the questioning about why the list of 136 or 
135 Communists Is not being given to the Defense 
Department or the FHI were argued for hours without 
anybody breaking a smile. Vet there was not a senator 
or counsel who does not know all the answers. Senator 
Symington waxed eloquent in his praise of Charles E. 
Wilson, erstwhile head of General Motors and now 
aeoretary of defense, and told of his own experience 
when he ran the Emerson Manufacturing Company In 
St. Louis before he became a statesman. 


W hat they all knew. Senator E verett Dirksen of 
Illinois brought out patiently, like a father gently chastis­ 
ing naughty children. He brought out the fact that Secre­ 
tary of Defense Wilson does not have the power of 
subpoena. No executive officer of the governm ent has the 
power of subpoena. Only congressional com mittees and 
the courts possess the power of subpoena. 
Therefore, 
Secretary of Defense Wilson, with the best of intentions, 
cannot call witnesses before him; he cannot swear them 
in; he cannot force them to testify under oath. They can 
deny allegations without fear of reprisal or punishment. 
Furtherm ore, it is an indisputable fact that the UE, 
the principal union in the electrical equipm ent industry, 
Is a Communist-dominated union, dism issed from the CIO 
for being so. No such union would perm it the dism issal 
of its m em bers from a job unless a situation is developed 
which makes further employment impossible. 
No quiet 
Investigation, such as President Eisenhower advocates, will 
help in this situation. 
The num ber of Communists in 
private plants working on governm ent contracts will pro­ 
liferate unless a noise about such em ploym ent is constantly 
made. 


A great fuss Is made at the McCarthy-Stevens 
hearings about J. Edgar Hoover and the FBI. Every­ 
body makes a speech on the greatness of Mr. Hoover, 
but all the time they are dragging his name and 
organisation Into this messy picture. 
Mr. Welch Is 
marvelous the way he pulls the FBI Into everything. 
Last week, one afternoon, he wanted Roy Cohn to run 
fast to J. Edgar Hoover and to slip him the 130 names 
or whatever it is. 


All the FBI can do is to notify the departm ent 
concerned with the defense contract. After having notified 
them , its function ceases, because no law forbids a Com­ 
m unist from working in a defense plant and no man can 
be sent to prison for it. The problem is not one of the 
law but of public opinion. 
The senators know that the FBI can w’atch a Soviet 
m ilitary attache moving around the country spying, steal­ 
ing secrets, engaging in work that is harmful to this 
country. They can send reports to the State D epartm ent 
but the FBI can do nothing about it. They cannot arrest 
the m ilitary attache because he enjoys extraterritorial 
rights. 
Only the State D epartm ent can order this man 
out of the country. 


Senator Henry Jackson seems so sincere when he 
Is surprised at what he does not know, but I wonder 
whether he Is quite so naive, because to me he seems 
a very knowing person who, lf he were chairman of 
this or any other committee, could do a good investi­ 
gating Job. If the Democrats recapture the Congress. 
he will have a chance to prove that he can leave no 
stone unturned. 
But surely, he must know that the 
power of subpoena is the heart of this problem. 


N aturally politics is politics just as fun is fun, but I 
wonder if these gentlem en of the Senate will talk in 
October as they do in June.

LONDON—How readily the rela­ 
tions between G reat Britain and 
the United States can be subjected 
to acute irritation when all the 
facts are not put In perspective is 
well illustrated by the blunt an­ 
nouncement that eight m em bers of 
the British Labor party in P arlia­ 
m ent, headed by form er Prim e 
M inister Attlee, have decided to go 
for a 
visit to Red China this 
sum m er. 
lf some of the minority leaders 
in Congress had suddenly decided 
during the sum m er of 1940, after 
Britain had been bombed, to go on 
a visit to Adolph Hitler, it can 
easily be imagined what the re­ 
action inside G reat Britain would 
have been. Furtherm ore, if today 
some 
of 
the 
D em ocratic 
party 
leaders had decided to visit the 
Kremlin without having consulted 
the U. S. D epartm ent of State in 
advance and if the announcem ent 
had said that the purpose was to 
discuss public policies with the 
Moscow governm ent, the British 
press would properly have hailed 
it as an unw arranted interference 
with the prerogatives of the Amer­ 
ican chief executive. There would 
be even more criticism than there 
was a few months ago when Sen­ 
ator M cCarthy undertook to per­ 
suade Greek ship owners to carry 
out the spirit of the American em ­ 
bargo on trade with Red China. 


British Not Exercised 
But while the announcem ent of 
Attlee’s proposed visit has been 
adversely 
com mented 
upon 
in 
some of the British newspapers, 
and while the Foreign Office has 
denied that it was consulted or that 
it approved of the mission, the fact 
rem ains that the British people as 
a whole are not at all exercised 
about the episode and few persons 
really know how deeply the Attlee 
mission can wound the sensibili­ 
ties of the American people. 
Why, it m ay be asked, is there 
such indifference? The answer is 
that the sacrifices m ade by the 
Am erican people—the 140,000 cas­ 
ualties in Korea—are not now and 
never have been im pressed upon 
the British people by m ost of the

newspapers here. There is a sort 
of “ it's all in the day’s work’’ a t­ 
titude in Britain which seem s to 
say, “ Well, we have had m any 
killed in little wars for the last 
hundred years.’* This is but an­ 
other way of brushing off the 
Korean War itself, which seems 
never to have been convincingly 
presented in Britain as a w ar for 
an ideal—the repelling of aggress­ 
ion 8.000 miles away from home 
prim arily by the forces of a coun­ 
try with no colonies in the F ar E ast 
and with no com m ercial interests 
to defend. There is no other logical 
explanation for the tendency in the 
British Parliam ent to forget so 
soon that Red China was declared 
an aggressor by form al resolution 
of the United Nations in February 
1951 and that she has done nothing 
since to atone for her sins before 
the world. A m e r i c a n s cannot 
understand the British willingness 
to take the blood-covered hand of 
the Red China government. 
But it would be a m istake to say 
that the British government, and 
particularly its Foreign Office, is 


unaware of the American attitude. 
Had the Attlee mission come before 
the cabinet for permission, w’hich 
apparently it does not need to ob­ 
tain, the answ er w-ould have been, 
“ not at this tim e.” 
Represent Themselves 
Also there arc plenty of m em bers 
of parliam ent who say privately 
that the Attlee mission is a grave 
m istake and they hope America 
will understand it Is not a policy 
of the British governm ent or of the 
m ajority in Parliam ent. For after 
all, Mr. Attlee and his associates 
—among them the fiery Aneurin 
Bevan—do not represent Britain, 
but only them selves. 
Clem ent Attlee himself has a 
deep prejudice on the m atter of 
American policy in the F ar E ast. 
He thinks the United States should 
have abandoned Form osa to the 
Reds. 
Bevan 
believes 
A m erica 
caused the aggression by the North 
Koreans and the Red Chinese. Both 
men are m ature enough to know 
the comfort that the Communists 
will derive from their journey. Mr.

Fainting Capitol Doiye 


At one tim e, trouble arose over 
painting the Capitol dome.

arteriosclerosis, 
and vice versa. 


The problem of holding down 
physical deterioration is im portant. 
lf it has its roots in middle age, 
we m ust concentrate on early pre­ 
vention rath er than treatm ent later 
in life, when the effects are ob­ 
vious. 
Fatigue, 
weakness, 
and 
m ental debility are common symp­ 
tom s of old age but they also are 
common sym ptom s of infection, 
nutritional 
deficiencies, 
chronic 
digestive 
disturbances, 
diseased 
kidneys, and certain allergic con­ 
ditions. These disorders are as pre­ 
valent in the later decades as are 
chicken pox and m easles in youth. 
When 
the 
m iddle-aged 
become 
tired and weak we do not’ think of 
these m anifestations as evidence 
of senility. 
With each decade, m ental re­ 
actions to m edications 
such as 
sedatives, 
laxatives, 
and 
cough 
m ixtures are exaggerated; when 
the contents of the m edicine cab­ 


inet are thrown away, confusion, 
depression, and weakness in the 
elderly often disappear.

WASHINGTON 
Since Dr. J. Robert Oppenheim er 
has been judged devotedly loyal, 
im peccably discreet, and an in­ 
valuable public servant, the heart 
of the case against him is his al­ 
leged lack of “ enthusiasm ” for 
the hydrogen bomb. 
To understand just how astonish­ 
ing this case Is, it is necessary to 
know the hitherto secret history of 
the origins of the hydrogen bomb 
project. 
Here, 
briefly, 
are 
the 
essential facts. 
The debate about the bomb be­ 
gan when Dr. Edw ard Teller, the 
great therm onuclear expert, cam e 
to W ashington im m ediately after 
the explosion of the first Soviet 
atomic bomb in Septem ber 1949. 
His purpose was to gain support 
for a crash program 
to m ake 
super, as the purely hypothetical 
hydrogen bomb was then called. 
To this end. Teller buttonholed 
Lewis Strauss, then a m em ber of 
the Atomic Energy Commission. 
Strauss in turn urged the com­ 
mission and President Trum an to 
give consideration to the kind of 
program Teller wanted. The prob­ 
lem was thereupon referred to the 
AEC’s general advisory com mit­ 
tee; and this com m ittee m et in 
late October 1949, in hour-long de­ 
bate, under the chairm anship of 
Dr. Oppenheimer. 
On October 29, 1949. the advis­ 
ory com m ittee 
reported 
to the 
White House and the AEC. The 
com m ittee 
m ajority 
opposed 
a 
crash program to build super, at 
least for the tim e being, but did 
not foreclose the idea of such a 
program in the future. This group 
was headed by Dr. Oppenheimer, 
and included Dr s. Jam es Conant 
and Lee Dubridge (who wrote the 
m ajority report); Hartley Rowe of 
the United F ruit Company, and 
Oliver Buckley of the Bell Tele­ 
phone Laboratories. 
Special Studies Ordered 
The m inority of the general ad­ 
visory com m ittee went even fur­ 
ther than Dr. Oppenheimer and his 
fellow-members of the m ajority. 
They declared that the H-bomb 
would be a weapon so horrible it 
should never be m ade under any 
circum stances. They advocated an 
Am erican pledge never to m ake 
it, with the proviso that a Russian 
hydrogen bomb test, on being de­ 
tected, would be treated as an act 
of war. 
The two men who took this inter­ 
esting position were the great phy­ 
sicists, Dr. Enrico Ferm i and Dr. 
I. I. Rabi. Dr. Rabi, whose “ lack 
of enthusiasm ’’ was so much great­ 
er than Dr. O ppenheim er’s, now 
holds Dr. O ppenheim er’s form er 
place as chairm an of the general 
advisory com m ittee. As such, he 
is Admiral Strauss’s chief scien­ 
tific m entor. 
After the advisory com m ittee re- 


the 
AEC 
9, all five 
ports 
w ere 
received, 
acted. On November 
m em bers of the AEC sent their 
views to the President in a cur­ 
iously tortured docum ent. It said, 
In effect, that Strauss and Gordon 
Dean inclined towards an all-out 
effort to m ake super, while chair­ 
m an Lilienthal, Sum ner Pike, and 
D r. 
Henry 
Sm yth 
shared 
the 
doubts of the scientists. But, it 
concluded, the final decision was 
the lonely and terrible responsi­ 
bility of the P resid en t 
Dean, 
Lilienthal. 
Pike, 
and 
Sm yth appended their individual 
opinions to this overall report, for 
some reason Strauss did not. In the 
m eanwhile, Trum an had ordered 
special studies of the problem to 
be m ade by the State and Defense 
D epartm ents. 
State reported categorically that 
there was not the slightest hope 
of achieving control of the new 
weapons by agreem ent with the 
Soviets—and this hope had influ­ 
enced those who had counselled 
delay. Defense pointed to most co­ 
gent 
reasons 
why 
this 
country 
could not risk the Soviet Union 
achieving the superbom b first. 
In the interval, the substance of 
the issue had been reported, ini­ 
tially by these reporters, and there 
was a n , alm ost unanimous public 
reaction in favor of m aking th* 
bomb. As a result, the whole cli­ 
m ate of opinion began to change. 
In late Decem ber, Strauss belat­ 
edly sent his individual m em oran­ 
dum to the President, and for the 
first tim^ 
cam e out flatly for 
super. The President then ordered 
the bomb to be m ade. 
Picture H ard ly Accurate 
There are two points to mite 
about this slice of history. First, 
it is certainly true that Strauss 
perform ed a useful public service 
in the debate on super. But the 
picture which has been so often 
painted of Strauss bravely and 
single-mindedly foiling the nefar­ 
ious designs of an equally single­ 
minded 
Oppenheimer, is 
hardly 
accurate. 
Those 
who 
have 
put 
about this version of events have 
been, to borrow a phrase from the 
Gray report, “ less than candid.” 
And 
the chief putter-about has 
been 
none 
other 
than 
Admiral 
Strauss himself. 
Second, if “ lack of enthusiasm ” 
for the terrible hydrogen weapon 
is to m ark a m an as a security 
risk, who then is secure? Dr. Tel­ 
ler, no doubt, is safe. So, oddly 
enough, 
is form er Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson, also a strong 
advocate of super from the start. 
F or the rest, certain of this coun­ 
try ’s m ost respected businessmen, 
and virtually all its leading sci­ 
entists, 
m ust 
now 
be 
m arked 
security risks.
